OUR FLAG. 

"RESOLVED, That the flag of the 
thirteen United States be thirteen 
stripes, alternate red and whjtc; that 
the union be thirteen stars, white in a 
blue field, representing a new con- 
stellation." These words brought the 
flag into official being -a resolution 
of congress, adopted in Philadelphia 
on June 14, 1777. Yet a whole year 
earlier there had been a flag, the one 
sewed by the devoted fingers of Bet- 
sy Ross, the young Philadelphia wo- 
man who made it at the suggestion of 
a committee from congress, accompa- 
nied by General Washington, from 
whose coat of arms the design was 
borrowed. 

The flag went into battle for the 
first time at Brandywine, September 
11, 1777, and on February 14, 1778, 
received the first salute from a foreign 
power, when the Ranger, command- 
ed by John Paul Jones, was saluted 
by the French in Quibeion bay, a port 
of France. At length came Vermont 
and Kentucky into the Union, and two 
more stripe* and two more stars were 
added to our banner on May 1. 1795. 
So it continued for twenty-three years, 
by which time five more states had 
entered the galaxy of commonwealtl s. 
And then on Apil 4, 1818, the flag 
was fixed at thirteen stripes again, 
but with twenty stars, one to be added 
on July 4 for each new state there- 
after. And Illinois, admitted in De- 
cember of the same year, was the 
first to set a new star in the blue 
field where today are forty-ight.

TWO BILLION 
BY TAXATION 

Increase of Income Tax One 
of Important Means- -To 
Lower Tax Exemptions. 

Washington, April 16.— Adminis- 
tration suggestions as to possible new 
sources of taxation through which to 
raise approximately one- half of the 
estimated cost of the first year of the 
war, or $ 1,807, 250, OOu, were submit- 
ted by Sec. McAdoo to the senate fi- 
nance and the house ways and means 
committees. The other half of the 
cost is to be provided by $2,000,000,- 
000 of the bonds authorized by the 
war revenue bill passed Saturday by 
the house, which is expected to 
the senate this week. 

Outstanding in the suggestions are 
greatly increased income and excess 
profit tax rates, taxing of many im- 
ported articles now admitted free and 
stamp, liquor, amusement, sugar, cof- 
fee, tobacco, soft drink, freight and 
passenger transportation and automo- 
bile taxes. All of the data is sent to 
congress for its information and with- 
out recommendations from the treas- 
ury. 

Probably the most far-reaching pro- 
posal concerns income taxes. The 
secretary estimates that a 50 per cent, 
increase on both individuals and cor- 
porations for 1917, collectible next 
June, would yield $105,000,000 addi- 
tional. For 1917 he points out that to 
lower tax exemption from $3,000 to 
$1,500 for unmarried persons from 
$4,000 to $2,000 for married persons, 
would leave the normal tax at the 
present percent, but to raise the super 
taxes materially would make the law 
produce $340,000,000 additional in 
June, 1918, without changing the cor 
poration tax. The highest rate on 
super taxes under the plan outlined 
would be 40 per cent of all 
over $1,000,000. 

Consideration of the suggestions 
will begin immediately in the ways 
and means committee. A bill proba 
bly will be reported by it within two 
weeks.

CLIPPING HORSES IN SPRING 



Heavy Coat of Hair Causes Much 
Sweating, Which Is Enervating 
to Work Animals. 

A good many horses come through 
the winter season with heavy, rough 
coots that are not shed when spring 
work begins ; the result Is they are un- 
comfortable when at heavy work. A 
heavy cont of hnlr causes much sweat- 
ing, which Is enervating to the horse 
and consequently produces an unnec- 
essary drain npon his strength and 
vitality. Nor Is this all. A horse that 
sweats freely daring the changing 
weather of spring Is very apt to take 
cold. Kough. shaggy coats should be 
clipped In the spring before heavy 
work begins. 

There are excellent clippers on the 
market for this purpose, and they can 
be bought at very reasonable prices. 
A good clipper will pny for Itself In a 
single season on almost any farm, and 
sometimes It will do much more than 
that. If « team Is laid up with a bad 
cold for a few days when work is 
pressing the loss of work muy become 
very expensive. This should be avoid- 
ed by the use of a clipper and Incl- 
ntally also make the horse 

comfortable.
